


Relocation of Recreation and Parks approved 
Four part proposal for organization yet to be acted on

There probably is no unique solution to the problem of 
how a university should be organized, especially its 
academic administrative structure.” begins President 
James Bond's proposed modification of the academic 
organization, which was sent to Chancellor Glenn Dumke 
May 24, 1977 

The proposal, which still has not bee.: acted on by the 
Chancellor, except for the recent approval of relocating 
the department of Recreation and Park Administration 
(RPA) within the School of Business and Public Ad- 
ministration, is the result of nearly two years of research 
and planning on the part of Bond and his appointed ad hoc 
Committee on Academic Organization 

The need for modification of academic organization at 


CSUS was pointed out by two Western Association of 
Schools and Colleges’ accrediting teams, one in 1970 and 
another in 1975 Both expressed concerns about the 


university S academic organization, especially about the 
size and diversity of disciplines in the School of Arts and 
Sciences 


the full 
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The proposal continues, “While there may not be a uni- 
que solution to the problem of academic organization, it 
does seem reasonabie that there is an optimal balance 
among (1) the fulfiliment of the diverse educational objec- 
tives of the university, (2) the advantages of administration 
and management of smali units and (3) fiscal limitations of 
the administrative overhead 

Bond hopes to attain optimum balance at CSUS with a 
series of our proposals 

The first proposal. which has been recently approved 
recommended locating the Department of RPA from the 
Division of Health, Physical Education and Recreation to 
the School of Business and Public Administration The 
reasoning for this recommendation, which was mutually 
agreeabie to both the Department of RPA and the School 
of Business and Public Administration, was that the 
primary thrust of the RPA is consonant with the general 
orentation or the program in Public Administration 

The relocation of RPA will reduce the scope of com- 
plexity of the Division of Health. Physical Education and 
Recreation and accordingly, Bond proposes to replace 
the Acting Dean with a Division Chair

Two-day ASI Senate meeting concludes

in a chaotic and often bitter two - 
Jay session held Sept. 6-7, the ASI 
Senate made decisions concerning 
several important issues 

The ept meeting dis 
cussed by the Senate was the new ASI 
budget that includes funding for the 
EOP Barrios Art and Chicanito 
Science programs Representatives 


of these programs as well as Haule 
Castro, associate director of the 
College Parolee Program, were in 
attendance to plead their cases 
After several tempers had been 
lost or at least temporarily misplaced 
the Senate decided not to fund the 
College Parolee Program and to tund 
programs at a

reduced rate This angered the 
minority progran representatives 
who felt that the funds alloted to the 
two minority programs. Chicanito 
Science and Barrio Art. by the ASI 
were insufficient even though they 
are also being alloted funds outofthe 
Instructional Related Activities (IRA) 
budget 

The Senate also modified the 


budget reducing the allocation for the 


mens athletic program by $2,000 and 
by allocating $500 more to radio 
Station KEG in the form of a loan It 
refused to hear a motion requesting 
that the $5,000 cut from the State 
Hornets allocation by the new budget 
be restored 

The Senate then voted 6-5-1 to 
accept the modified budget Cnair- 
man Robin Blair deemed the motion 
passed but Connors insisted that pas- 
sage of the budget requires a two - 
thirds majority. The meeting was ad- 
journed with this conflict unresolved 
It wilt be confronted at the next meet- 
ing of the Senate when the ASI At- 
torney Generali will present an 
opinion as to the legality of the vote 

In other news student Craig 
Jones, laison to the chancellor for the 
Stujent Presidents Association 
urged that the Senate make full use of 
the committee system in confronting 
various questions Tim Comstock, 
dean of students. quipped that the 
Senate had better be wary of forming 
too many committees or it would 
soon need a “committee on com- 
mittees 

The Senate then considered 
various student appointments 
Brenda Newman was approved as 


Coordinator of Cultural affairs and 
vowed to make CSUS students more 
aware of cultura! events taking place 
on campus Eugene ’Gini was ap- 
pointed Assistant Attorney General 
Joe Gibson Student Representative 
to the RPT and Ted Blair was made a 
student Member of the Board of 
Judicial Appeal Richard Lagomar- 
sing was awarded the Intramural Staff 
Position and promised to add new ac- 
tivities to the Intramural Program 
Peter Young applied for and was 
awarded two positions. He is now a 
member of the Academic policies 
Committee as wel! as the University 


' Budget and Planning Committee 


The only candidate not approved 
was Leslie Harris who had been 
nominated for the position of Director 
of Conferences. After several ques- 
tions from the senate it was obvious 
that Harris had little idea of what the 
position entailed This angered 
Senator Joe Debbs who had 
somehow come to the conciusion 
that the Senators should not ask the 
applicants questions that might 
reveal their lack of qualifications This 
in turn sparked debate among the 
senators that did not subside until the

Insurance ends beer issue

CSUS Food Service Director 
George Welch says that high liability 
insurance costs have dried the tap for 
the sale of beer on campus, atleast for 
now 

Last spring beer sale had 
reportecly reached an advanced 
$tage, with only the price of insurance 
to be resolved The Hornet Foun- 
dation, project sponsor, even entered 
in partnership with the ASI in an effort 
to work out an insurance solution. But 
according to Welch, “the rate is to 
high to make the project profitable 
The final insurance figure we 
received last spring was $10,000 a 
year, which is about 1/3 of the an- 
ticipated revenue." Welch added that 


the rates are renegotiated yearly, and 
increase is a very definite possibility 
As a result of these stipuiations 
Welch says the project ts currently 
“out of gas.” 

There apparently has been littie 
administrative discussion of the issue 
since last spring. Welch stated that he 
had not spoken since that time with 
Ross Dierking, a student represen- 
tative on the Hornet Foundation 
board of directors, who was involved 
In investigating insurance rates. Also, 
it is not yet known whether the beer 
issue will be on the agenda for the first 
Hornet Foundation meeting this fall 

The difficulty, not known to CSUS 
at the time, started a couple of years 
ago with the installment of a third 
party liquor liability law in California 
Briefly, this law states that if someone 


drinking at a bar gets in an accident 
after leaving the bar, and the other 
party is injured or killed. the disabled 
party, or kin, can sue the bar owner as 
well as the person responsible for the 
accident. Welch says there have been 
million dollar law suits as a result of 
this law 

With the delay in establishing a 
pub, cost of equipment rises. But 
Welch says these capital expenses 
“would only be a couple of hundred 
dollars and are not really significant, 
because you are not trying to get the 
cost back the first year. But insurance 
is a recurring expense.” ; 

Other California State University 
campuses have been successful in 
having beer on campus; San Jose, 
Long Beach and Fullerton 
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proposed by Bond to change the name of the Division 
which leads to the second proposai 

The second proposal recommends a change in the 
name of the remainder of the Division of Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation The remaining department 
and programs (intercollegiate athietics) in the division 
would like to be identified as the Division of Health and 
Human Kinetics 

The third proposal recommends the creation of a 
Schoo! of Natura! Sciences and Mathematics by ad- 
ministratively relocating the Departments of Biological 
Sciences, Chemistry, Geology, Mathematics and Statis- 
tics, and Physics/Physical Sciences into a new schoo! 
under the administrative responsibility of a Dean 

During the many months of discussions of the topic of 
academic organization, the Departments of Chemistry 
Geology, and Physics/Physical Sciences have repeatedly 
urged that they be reassigned from the School of Arts and 
Sciences and be part of a School of Natural Sciences On 
the other hand, the Department of Biological Sciences 
and the Department of Mathematics and Statistics are op- 
posed to the both the creation of as School of Natural

Norm Better granted tenure

President James Bond. using his 
Presidential authority, granted 


immediate academic tenure to former 
Dean of Students Norm Better, on 
August 2, 1977. Bond granted Better 
tenure despite law in Title 5 of the 
California Education Code which 
mandates that persons appointed to 
academic positions serve a 
probationary period, and that the 
faculty be consulted before tenure is 
granted by the president 

Because Better had never served 
in an academic position in the CSUC 
system, he should have had to go 
through the standard tenure 
procedures after his appointmenttoa 
Student Affairs Officer 5 (SAOS5) 
position in the Counseling Center 
Bond, however, granted him tenure 
immediately upon Better's § ap- 
pointment on August 2 

The SAO 5 position is classified as 
an “Academic Closely Related 
Position’ to which normal tenure 
procedures apply 

Better, who came to the university 
in 1971 as Dean of Students, received 
administrative tenure with the univer- 
sity in 1973 after a probationary

Title 5 of the California Education 
code is very specific regarding tenure 
policies. Section 43561, for example 
reads “Recommendations regarding 
reappointment, tenure and _ ter- 
mination shall originate at the 
department or, where appropriate, at 
the division level. Such recommen- 
dations shali pass through ap- 
propriate levels to a final review com- 
mittee, which shall make recommen- 
dations to the president. The ap- 
propriate faculty shall participate 
fully at the various stages of the 
process.’

Better resigned from his dutr 
Dean of Students in July. after

Editor's Note: This is the second article of a three part 
series concerning the happenings on the CSUS campus 
during the five years of the Bond Administration. 

At the last summer AS! Board budget hearings, June 
26, 1973, the Educational Opportunity Program requested 
funding so it could have two summer counselors through 
the summer session. Funds for this action were ailecated 
out of the summer session budget. However. during the 
meeting some disappointment was expressed over the 
university's failure to budget funds for EOP counseling. 
The Board feit that student fees from the summer session 
should not be used. The Board emphasized that funds 
should come from the university's genera! budget to main- 
tain EOP counselors throughout the year. 

September 20, 1973, the University Affirmative Action 
Committee passed a resolution which dissolved the com- 
mittee. It was a protest against what they calied “a lack of 
good faith effort” demonstrated in the hiring of women 


and minorities by the administration, and the ad- 
ministration’s “absolute lack of response to recommen- 
dations.” 

On the matter, Bond commented that he would not res- 
pond at this time and that he would let the record stand. 

The problem of sexism at CSUS was taken to Los 
Angeles November 6, 1973, when five wornen from the 
campus testified before the Legislative Joint Committee 
on Legal Equality. Senator Mervyn Dymaily. who chaired 
the committee, opened the hearing by saying it is their 
intention to make women full and equal members of 
society. Lynn Haun, who was the president of the Faculty 
Women’s Association stated to the committee, 
“Institutions are supposed to be models. CSUS is a model 
-- a modei of discrimination.” 

The ASi Senate, November 29, 1973. passed a 
resolution urging students sefving on task force com- 
mittees set up by President James Bond to resign and urg- 
ing those asked to serve to decline. The Senate stated that 
the resolution would stand untii Bond recognizes the 
Student Senate as the representative body of the students.

The Faculty Senate passed a resolution, November 5 
1973, asking all faculty members to decline to serve on any 
of Bond's Presidential Committees. 

The crux of the problem, according to Senate Chair 
Dick Cleveland, is that the Faculty Senate is supposed to 
be the organization through which faculty recomen- 
dations on curriculum, personnel, and fiscal matters are 
conveyed to the president. By setting up his own com- 
mittees, Bond has gcne outside the established system. 

In a statement issued from the president's office, Bond 
Stated, “The Faculty Senate seems to be taking the 
position that all committees in the university should be 
senate committees and that faculty participation on those 
committees should be generated therefore exclusively by 
the Faculty Senate." 

Bond met with the faculty, December 11, 1973, in a 
general faculty meeting. The meeting had been called to 
discuss Bond's actions relative to the role of faculty con- 
sultation in his administration. 

Bond stated that with the exception of the Commission

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On October t2th the US S:ip--me Court will finally hear the Bakke case 
For those who have been held i is slatron for the past year. this case ts the 
result of a suit Drought by a white 46 - year - old student, Allan Bakke. whois 
challenging the special minority admissions policies of California universities 

Bakke was a twice rejected white applicant to the University of Davis 
Medical School His initial charge that the university system practiced a policy 
of reverse discrimination in minority admissions. was upheld by the California 
Supreme Court This ruling was later appealed to the federal Supreme Court by 
the University of Davis since the school felt that this could only foster a lily - 
white admissions policy Tne Faderal ruling. a case the Supreme Court has 
tried ta shelf many times. promises to be a landmark decision concerning 
national minority special admissions policies 

There is no doubt about it. even Solomon would have a hard time with this 
ecision Minority students. who have tong heen subject to discriminitory ad- 
Missions policies. rely on the present policies to set night past wrongs Atthe 
same time qualified quite applicants feel that they are now being discriminated 
upon because of past injustices Unfortunately both sides are right in this 
instance About the only conclusion we can reach is that the present solution 
special minority admissions policies is inadequate Not only ts it inadequate 
its unfair to all concerned 

To understand this maybe we should look at the present way the system 
works Admissions policy by their very nature must be discriminitory The

Responsibility with Bond

Probably the greatest challenge CSUS faces 1n the coming year is the effort 
to improve relations between the administration, the faculty, and the students 

Dr W. Lioyd Johns has been appointed by Chancellor Dumke to be the Ex- 
ecutive Vice President -- with the sole duty of improving relations among 
various factions. Johns has a very hard job in front of him and we must all wish 
him the best of!uck Theultimate responsibility for change rests with President 
Bond He must change his style of leadership or nothing constructive can be 
accomplished 

Relations between the faculty and the President have been especially 
strained Historically CSUS has been run by a strong faculty senate and a weak 
President When Bond took over five years ago the faculty was faced with its 
first strong President -- and the battles started 

The problem has grown from the fact that the faculty senate has been run by 
a group of rabble - rousing confrontationists who cared little about students 
and seemed oblivious of the fact that President Bond is the lawful leacer of the 
campus 

Hopefully the new leadership in the faculty senate, especially Chairperson 
Wade. wil! be more cooperative The simple fact is that President Bond is sup- 
posed to administer the campus activities and the faculty is supposed to teach 
Of course, faculty consultation is necessary and advantageous, but Bond must 
have the final say On policy issues 

To improve relations. Bond must make himself more accessible to the 
faculty He cannot simply send his deputies to all meetings. What a difference it 
would make if Bond wouid attend a faculty senate meeting once a month and 
give a report and answer questions Certainly faculty members would respect 
him more and it 1s possible that problems could be mitigated before they 
become disasters 

Relations between Bond and students are also strained. After duly elected 
student leaders had created a student budget last summer. Bond vetoed parts 
of it and forced the students to redo the budget. Bond should have at least set 
up a review board of administrators and students to negotiate the budget 
specifics. instead, he just arranged one meeting in which he let Ex - Dean of 
Student Norm Better present his case. Better promised the students things that 
never happened, which is typical of the way the administration has treated 
students 

Again. if Bond would attend an occasional ASI Senate meeting, the students 
would have a better understanding of where he is coming from

Senate’s

This is a new era for students at 
CSUS 

The past two Senates have shown 
a lack of performance in the area of 
student representation. Senators who 
are elected by their respective 
constituents have an obligation to in- 
form their constituents on what 
legisiation is being implemented in 
the ASI government and what the 
pros and cons are concerning ASI 
policy 

Senator Joe Debbs is very dis- 
turbed about the lack of concern that 
his fellow Senators have shown dur- 
ing the summer sessions. These mon- 
ths are the most crucial and important 
time of the year because the Senate is 
dealing with budgetary proceedings, 


government structure, and the ap- 

pointments of students to key 

positions in student government 
Debbs is aiso concerned about the 


Senate Chair's lack of leadership and 
responsibility his job requires, such 
as his attendance at a key time when 
the Senate is adopting ASI policy in 
June, July and August 


Senators also stated to me that the 
new Senate doesn't even have their 
own rules and regulations yet. As 
Senate Chair, Mr. Biair represents 
over 16,000 CSUS student interests 
His main concern should go to his 
constituents who voted him into of- 
fice. Sources close to me have 
suggesied that this might have been a 


deliberate stall tactic on the part of 
Blair to disrupt and stall the Matlock 
administration until he returns 


This type of unprofessionalism 
should not be tolerated Senators Joe 
Debbs and Kevin Stevens are curren- 
tly co - authoring a statute that will 
make it mandatory for all Senators to 
meet twice a month with students at 
CSUS so they can air their opinions 
on ASI policy 


This statute is long overdue. What 
this new statute will do is let the 
Senators know how their 
constitutents feel about how their 
registration money is being dis- 
tributed, and what ASI policy matter 


is needed to be enacted or taken 
away Senators have no way of know 
ing how their constituents fee! about 
AS! policy that is being requiated 
because there is no communication 
or rapport with the students at CSUS 
which in turn means there is no 
representation

| heard about it from our secretary 
at California Nurses Association,” 
said Jean Ann Harlow, another first 
time volunteer Harlow, a professor in 
the school of nursing at CSU Chico 
explained her reason for 
volunteering, “Nurses know what this 
telethon means to the famijies and the 
patients with muscular dystrophy, we 
take care of them.” 

Muscular dystrophy is a general 
designation for a group of chronic 
diseases whose most prominent 
characteristic is the progressive 
degeneration of the skeleton or 
voluntary musculature 

The disease starts so insidiousiy 
that it may go unnoticed for many 
months or even years. The child may 
have difficulty climbing stairs and ris- 
ing from a sitting or lying position 
There is a tendency to fal! frequently 
Later on the child may develop a wad- 
dling gait and his calf muscles may 
become enlarged 

in adults the first signs are very 
slight. The patient has a fiat smile and 
cannot whistle or drink through a 
straw. These signs may be noticeable 
even in childhood, with no further 
significant symptoms for several 
years 


As of yet. there is no effective 
treatment for any of the dystrophies 
Medical management is limited to 
relieving symptoms of the disease 
Orthopedic devices may be pres- 
cribed at appropriate stages in 
progression 


As the muscles deteriorate, the 
patient becomes weaker and more 
helpless. He loses the power of am- 
bulation and becomes contined to a 
wheeichair and eventually to his bed 
Finally he is unable to carry out the 
simplest activities of everyday life. 
Since he cannot combat the inter- 
current infections, death usually 
results from respiratory disease. In 
some cases, however, it may be 
precipitated by involvement of the 
heart muscle.

Housing Bill 
Supports students 


In an important test of its strength 
this year, AB 1032. iegislation 
prohibiting landiords from dis- 
criminating against students, swept 
through the Senate Committee on 
Local Government last Monday by a 
vote of 5to 1 

After the vote Scott P Plotkin 
Legislative Advocate for the Califor- 
nia State University and Colleges 
Student Presidents Association 
(CSUCSPA), reiterated, “We are pur- 
suing this legisiation because we can 
demonstrate that wide - spread dis- 
crimination based on student status 
does indeed exist. Typically, the ac- 
tions of aminority number of students 
result in the stereotyping of all.” “Asa 
result.” Plotkin continued, “students 
are singled out as a specia! sub - class 
of citizen. Students are an identifiable 
group that are discriminated against.” 

Plotkin reported that a number of 
Student elections last spring included 
ballots asking students to report if 
they had ever been discriminated 


against solely on the basis of being a 
student Those campuses par 
ticipating in the referendum were 
from the entire state and were urbar 
and rural The results showed that on 
every campus 20-50 per cent of the 
students who had sought off - cam- 
pus housing had been discriminated 
against solely on the basis of the:r 


student status 
’ Senator Beverly (R - Los Angeles) 


commented that he usually uses two 
criteria in evaluating the merits of a 
bill such as AB 1032. | want to know if 
the discrimination is arbitrary, and if 
evidence exists to show that it is wide 
spread and reflects the probiems of 
an identifiable group.” The Senator 
was Saiisfied that both criteria had 
been fulfilled and as a result joined 
the other members of the committee 
in supporting the bill 

The next step for AB 1032 is pas- 
sage by the Senate Committee on 
Finance where the bill will be heard in 
January 


Unemployment Benefits 


The State Senate approved legislation recently that would block unem- 
ployment benefits for students who refuse job offers because they would 


interfere with their classes. 


A 32-1 Senate vote sent AB 28 by Assemblyman Dixon Arnett. R- Redwood 
City, back to the Assembly for final approval of Senate arnendments. 
The measure would deny jobiess benefits to students whose classes 
“eliminate any signiticant portion of the potential prospects for full - time 
employment.”

The fourth and final proposal would establish a 
Division of Criminal Justice and Forensic Science, with a 
Division Chair reporting directly to the Vice President of 
Academic Affairs This new division, which would be 
named the School of Health and Community Services 
would initially have three divisions: the Division of Nur- 
sing, the Division of Health and Human Kinetics, and the 
Division of Criminal Justice and Forensic Science. The 
school of Health and Community Services would be under 
the direction of a Division Chair 

However, since CSUS does not have the necessary 
instructional - administrative positions to provide for a 
Dean of Schooi of Health and Community Services, Bond 
proposes to approach the impiementation of this aspect of 
reorganization in two stages 

In stage one. Bond requests approval of the creation of 
the Division of Criminai Justice and Forensic Science 
effective as soon as possible Bond goes further to 
propose that this new division be a ‘free - standing unit” 
reporting directiy to the Vice President for Academic Af- 





fairs until August 31, 1978. On September 1, 1978, Bond 
proposes to coordinate the three divisions of Nursing, 
Health and Human Kinetics, and Criminal Justice and 
Forensics under the direction of a Dean of the School! of 
Health and Community Services 

Stage two requests that the proposal for further study 
of the reorganization of the two separate departments of 
Physical Education, as recommended by Physical 
Education Departments’ Charge Committee, be im- 
plemented with the requirement that the efforts be 
directed to formulating polictes necessary to allow the 
combining of the two departments into one by August 31 
1978. This action would allow the institution to meet its 
goal of combining departments that offer identical 
academic programs to men and women. while effecting a 
Savings of one administrative position that can be utilized 
to create a dean's position for the Schooi of Health and 
Community Services 

Except for the first proposal, the Chancellor has yet to 
take any kind of stand on the organization plan. Bond has 
Said that he is expecting to hear from the Chancellor any 
day now

The Bond Years 


Actions prompt resolutions 


of Mission and Goals. the task forces he had set up are 
essentially staff committees to aid him in the ad- 
ministration of policy, not the formation of policy. The 
faculty's role of consultation on policy is not infringed 
upon by these committees according to Bond 

It was announced at the January 11, 1974 Faculty 
Senate meeting that Bond would not foliow the 
recommendation of the senate concerning procedures for 
selecting the new Vice President for Academic Affairs 
Bond termed the recommended procedures “inap- 
propriate, and toid the senate that he would create a six 
member committee to review the applications for the 
position 

The CSUS Government Department unanimously 
passed a resolution, February 25, 1974, to employ John 
Gerass! over administration denial. President Bond had 
earlier denied employment for Gerassi, stating that “he is 
not the kind of person we want on this campus.” 

Gerassi nad been dismissed from San Francisco State 
University in 1968 because he had taken part in a con- 
frontation between students and the administration on 
that campus. The Government dept. had passed a 
resolution stating its commitment to “employ Gerassi to 
teach two courses on the basis of his outstanding 
qualifications ' 

Benjamin Murray, chair of the Government dept., was 
ordered, March 6, 1974. to cancel Gerassi’s classes by 
Henry Wasser, Vice President for Academic Affairs 

Murray met with the students of Gerassi'’s government 
class February 11, 1974 to announce, “I've received a 
directive from the Academic Vice President to cancel this 
class and Gerassi's other class. The Government dept. has 
decided not cance! the class." 

A resolution in support of Gerassi's right to instruct, 
drafted by the student - faculty Structural Reform Com- 


. mittee, was unanimously affirmed March 19, 1974 by the 


ASi Senate 

The United Professors of California (UPC) raised the 
question, April 1, 1974, whether Gregory Thatch, ex- 
ecutive assistant to the president, it is legal or even 
physically possible for Thatch, a full - time law student at 
the University of California at Davis, to carry such aheavy 
academic load and still be able to meet his obligations asa 
state employse 

There was a rally held on the quad May 8, 1974, to dis- 
cuss the issue of whether campus police should be armed. 
A week earlier, the Faculty Senate had passed a resolution 
which “strongly opposed arming of campus police except 
as mandated by law, Board of Trustee action and current 
regulations.” 

As of May 15, 1974 Bond had been taken to court by 
three CSUS professors. One suit was in Federal Cott, 
alleging racial discrimination, and the other two were in 
Superior Court. 

Gerassi filed suit May 8, 1974, along with the UPC, 
AFLICIO, charging Bond acted improperly when he dis- 


missed Gerassi because he “is not the kind of person we 
want on this campus.” 

The Federal Court suit was brought by Andre Tsai. Tsai 
claimed that Bond denied his tenure by allowing his fellow 
department professors to discriminate on the basis of 
race 

Another suit brought in Superior court, charges im- 
proper administration action. Margaret K. McKoane 
appeared in court May 14, 1974 with charges that Bond 
acted without authority when he allegedly demoted her 
McKoane was on vacation when the job change occured 

“Let's get organized!” was heard more than once at a 
quad rally held May 29, 1974, to announce activities 
planned by the UPC, in their efforts to create awareness 
and end the racism, politics, sexism and biases that they 
claimed Boerid and the administration had continued in the 
past school year 

The tenured faculty of the Government dept. voted 
June 14, 1974, with one dissenting vote, to recommend the 
employment of Gerassi for the 1974 Fall Semester. The 
Government dept. also decided to inform Bond that if he 
again refused to forward their recommendation to the 
chancellor, they would be compelled to ask the American 
Association of University Professors to conduct an inves- 
tigation, along with other professional groups 

June 17, 1974, Bond announced that Henry Wasser, 
vice president for academic affairs, had resigned his 
position, effective July 1, 1974 

Addressing a faculty convocation, September 3, 1974, 
Bond advocated “finding new ways to strengthen the role 
of students in participating in the governance of the 
university.” Bond added, “Students ought to be active 
members of significant advisory bodies so that they have 
significant input on what goes on.” 

An audit on questionable expenditure of the CSUS 
Foundation was released by the Department of Finance 
November 24, 1974. The ink hadn't dried before the Foun- 
dation director charged “material and substantive 
changes,’ from the preliminary draft of the previous Mon- 
day. 

The audit reported an over - payment of $1,022.56 to 
Bond in moving expenses. Bond moved from Bowling 
Green, Ohio in November 1972. It recommended that he 
reimburse the foundation's general fund by that amount. 

The audit also reported questionable use of dis- 
cretionary funds for public relations by Bond and other 
administrators. It cited $1,862 spent for “internal relations 
rather than public relations” during the last six months of 
1973. 

Bond said the Hornet was unfair to his administration in 
its series of articles dealing with the CSUS Foundation 
financial audit. He also indicated that he would probably 
nat be required to reimburse tne Foundation for his mov- 
ing expenses as recommended by the California 
Department of Finance audit report.
